Nor is thete any Thing here urged, in the following 
Diſcourſe I intend to have with you; with the leaſt De- 
ſign whatever, of invalidating, lefſening, or ſcandalizin 
thoſe Colleftions' and Memoirs (you have there ſo labo- 
riouſly compiled) of the Miſ-management of the laſt two 
Reigns, Heaven knows but all too true. However, you 
muſt. give me leave to tell you, That the World would be 
highly inclinable to ſet a yet greater Value upon your 

orks themſelves, would you endeavour ſomething 
more largely to ſet the Hand that holds the Pen, a little

Tis true, for my own, part, my natural Abhorrence 
and Deteſtation of Roe, and all its Works, is ſuch, that 
I would gladly give a Lawrel to every Champion againſt 
them ; infomuch, that in all due ReſpeCt to your Great 
Undertaking , I would -have that Baby/on-Monſtey fo 
combated on all fides, that I am pleaſed to ſee that Levi- 
athan « Pontifex Maximus , attack'd, rather than fail, 
Dr. even by a Carzifex Maximus. IT love and honour 
ſuch darling Truths, expoſed in their true Light, even 
from any Tongue: And asa Parallel to your own Cale ; 
We. 
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we read, of Old, of Heathen Oracles, that very often 
deliver'd Truths, though at the ſame time the very Fa- 
ther of Lies, the Devil himſelf, ſpoke in them. But 
truly, DoCtor, if an Angel of Light, inſtead of a Mi- 
niſter of Darkaeſs, had deliver'd thoſe Truths, the Di- 
vining Spirit that utter'd them, had render'd them a 
great deal more grateful Muſick. The Harmony of 
Truth would have been much more,Charming from a 
Seraphick Trumpet, than an Infernal Organ.

Beſides, DoCtor, 
at every turn, you are at \nger old Sport of Reading of 
Letters, Packets, Memorials ; particularly on 2 of 
September a Packet diretted to John Grove from the Fathers 
at Edenburgh, to tell the Fathers here, That they had 8000 
Catholicks ready to riſe, when the Buſineſs grew hot , to join 
with the diſaffetted Scots. 

In all theſe many Conſults, and Matters tranſated 
ſince the 13th of Augait, we find this wonderful ill For- 
tune, that the Jeſwts, &c. ſhould Meet, Cabal, Con- 
ſult, &c. with as much Vigour or more than ever, with- 
out the leaſt Hint or Breath of a Diſcovery made of their 
Plot to his Majeſty, from the 13th of Auguſt to the 4th 
of September. Monſtrum Horrenaum ! Dear Sir, was the 
King ſo great a Champion of the Papiſts, and ſuch a

When inſtead 
of ſtifing thy Depoſitions (the grand Pretenſion for that 
Murder) the Diſcoverer himſelf was ſuffered to Live, 
Range and Reign; to make the ſame Diſcovery (if occa» 
ſion) 4o times over again. 

But truly to {hew that the whole Set of Diſcoverers, 
in thoſe Days, were all Birds of one Feather : 'The 
Prance-and Beadloy, an Evidence much of thy own Stamp, 
Neither Barrel better Herring, &c. madc a moſt lamen- 
table Account of that unfortunate Gentletans Exit ; for 
if well take their own Words, nay, and their Oaths into 
the Bargain; they made as doleful Havock upon him, 
as the Two Teſtifying Elders upon Se/anna/'s Chaſtity, 
between the Maſtick 'T'ree and the Holm Tree ; tor they 
Murder'd him no leſs than twice over; neither at the 
ſame Hour in the Day, nor the ſame Chamber nor 
Court in Sommerſer-Houſe ;- nor by the fame Ailſaſſinates 
- or manner of his"Furder, nor the fame Hands or Con- 


veyance to Primroſe-Hill. But 
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\ But their Blunders, dear DoCtor , lie not at thy 
Door : Thou haſt enough of thy own. And there- 
fore dear little Oedipus aniwer all thy own Riddles : Tell 
us how all this heteregeneous Medley can be-reconciled 
to common Senſe. We heartily believe the Popiſh 
Emiſſaries and Tools, as -black as the heavieſt Daſh of 
thy own Gall and Pen can make %m :+ However, *tis 
poſſible to bely the Devil ; and he that Twears fallly even 
againſt a Judas, is himſelf a Judas. _ 

But above all theſe hideous Incongruities, Abſurdi- 


' ties, Amuſements and Contradictions, that have com- 


poſed your whole Teſtimony ; in which you have over 
and over again been buffoon'd in almoſt whole Volumes, 
upon that copious Theme; to all which, with all the 
Meeknelſs and Patience imaginable, when you have been 
ſmitten on one Cheek you have turned the other ; and 
born it all with ſo profound a Silence, that, like a poor 
Lamb, you never {ſo much as bleated againſt your Sa- 
tyrical Perſecutors ; now, I ſay, beſides all thele Abſur- 
dities, here happens one yet more fatal Shock againſt 
your whole unhappy Foundation, v4z. the greateſt Prop 
that ſupported it is now taken away. For as all the 
Criminals in your Plot, I mean the Murdering Ones, as 
Groves, Pickering, Whitebread, &c. with all the ſtrongeſt 
Abjurations to their laſt Breath, and the very Face of 
Eternity, denied all Knowledge of the FaQ for which 
they died, aſſerting their Innocence with Vows, Oaths 

and Sacraments, and all the moſt tremendous Afﬀevera- 
tions, even upon all their dying Hopes of Salvation ; 
It wasall along receiv*d as an Authentick Roman Diſpen- 
{ation, that their Ghoſtly Guides could abſolve even a 
dying Lie, and for the good of their Cauſe, commiſſion 
and empower their Zealots and Profelites to front Heaven 
it ſelf at their very laſt Gaſp, with Falſities, Impoſture 
and Deluſion, &c. This Dottrin well manag'd, noble .

\ DoQtor, when time was, ſtood you in high Service, till 
this late unlucky Plot againſt King William utterly daſh'd 
all, For after the Diſcovery of Capt. Porter, Capt.

This I am fure, That if the:Good of their Popiſh 
Cauſe required it, and that were the Motive for a dying 
Falfity ; the Criminals, in this laſt Plot, had thrice a

preater occaſion for a dying Denial, than any of your 
own executed Conſpirators.

"Now worthy DoCtor , or rather DoQtor worthy, 


(take which Title you beſt deſerve) how far this laſt 
Plot corroborates your Teſtimony of a good Conſcience (as 
you phraſe it) let Reaſon judge. Nay, Vl! appeal to 


Four Self, whether the Mute-Criminals in your Plot,

And pray what follow*d all this Din of Snarling ? 
Why only this: The Amuſements, Weakneſſes and 
Shallowneſs of thoſe very Underplots, confounded the 
true One. Such a Parcel of wretched Diſcoverers, and 
no leſs wretched Diſcoveries, put even Truth it {elf out 
of Countenance. 


Some Truth there was, but daſh'd and mix'd with Lies; 
To pleaſe the Fools, and puzzle all the Wiſe. 


By this means,, firſt, the Duke of York gain'd his - 


Point : For there was ſo much of Ridicule, in this laſt 
part, as rather favour'd is Cauſe, For though the-then 
Patriots of the Nation had a juſt Ground for the Duke 
of York's Excluſion, from the true Popiſh Plot, ſufficient 
to juſtifie their whole Proceedings; nevertheleſs, there 
were ſo many -worthy Gentlemen, in both Houſes, fo 
ſtagger d with .the Invalidity of theſe Under-Teſti- 
monies, as perhaps not alittle contributed to the Eftabliſh- 
ing his Succeſhon to the "Throne.

Bottom : That. which .looks fair to Day , by Convi- 


Etions .of Falſity, Forgery- and Perjury, may look foul- 


to Morrow. New Matters may fo occur, that what's 
a Judicial Sentence one Day, in the higheſt Court in 
the World, may be Repealed to Morrow ; and yet nei- 
ther the Judge nor Jury blameable. © Beſides, the 
ſtrongeſt Opinion of the wiſeſt Man, or greateſt.num« 
ber of ſuch, is no Bar to any Man's ſecond Scrutiny ; 
nor ſhall one Man's Judgment or Faith, conclude mine. 
And to ſhew you that even the wiſeſt in the World 
may err; Do we not read, That even Solomon himſelf 
ſet up Idolatry? Is it to be ſuppoſed that a Man of his

. out: And yet theſe very People, all in a full Cry toge- 
ther, upon no more than Forty Days Abſence of their Lea- 
der Moſes ; and even after all this, T may ſay, Immediate 
Communication even with God himſelf, wanted a 
Golden Calf to go before them. .
